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CLAIMS 

An address system comprising: 
means for monitoring information sent and 
asychronouslys. received to a fee address; 

means rqr determining a fee for the information, 
wherein the fee is ba^^ upon a preferences record defined by a 
mail recipient; 

means for collectingN:;iie fee into a first account; 
means for forwarding the information to a private 
address; and 

means for transferring the collected fees to a second 



2. The address system of claim 1, wherein the second 
account belongs to a third party. 

3. The address system of claim 1, wherein the address is 
an electronic mail address. 

4. The address system of claim 1, wherein the fees are 
escalating based upon number of usages. 



5. The address system of claim 1, wherein the fees are 
conditional . 
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6. The address system of claim 1, wherein the fees are a 
combination of fixed, variable and conditional for different 
senders • 

7. The address system of claim 1 wherein the fee is 
waived for a sender. 

8. The address system of claim 1 wherein the fee is based 
upon the urgency of the information. 

9. The address system of claim 1 wherein the fees are 
selected from the group consisting of fixed, variable or 
conditional . 

10. The address system of claim 1 wherein the fee is based 
on the size of the information. 

11. The address system of claim 2 wherein the third party 
is a charity organization. 

12. The address system of claim 2 wherein the third party 
is a company. 

13. The address system of claim 2 wherein the third party 
is an individual.

is based upon a pref e^reh^es record defined by a mail recipient 
and the fee increases as inf obD[iation size increases; 
collecting the fee; and 

forwarding the information to t\^rivate address
